ine Tells Experience When Mo- 
ment Seemed an Hour. 


McCurtain, Okla., March 21.—At midnight 
107 of the 116 men at work in the San Bois 
mine No. 2 when the property was wrecked 
by an explosion yesterday had been account- 
ed for. 

Twenty-six of the men were W one 
has since died, 52 bodies have been recovered, 
and 29 bodies located. 

Among the bodies was that of W. d. Roper, 
surveyor for the company. 


Dramatic Death After Rescue. 

Ralph Kenney, 16 years old, son of a local 
minister, a member of Roper’s party, was 
one ot those rescued alive today. Semi- 
conscious at first, he soon regained his fac- 
ulties and smiled as he told of the night in 
the small pump room, where he and four- 
teen choking men fought for gasps of frerh 
atmosphere from air pipes. 

Then a pallor spread over his face, his 
form qulvered, and before outstretched 
hands could seize him, he sank to the floor 
dead, a victim to the mine gases. 

Kinney. and his companions wete found 
in @ room on the thirteenth levél. They 
rushed: there when they heard the ex- 
plosion and kept themselves alive with an 
air pump. Searching parties were directed 
to the room by tappings on the air pipes. 


Pathetic Scene at Mine. 

When the rescued miners were brought out 
the scene about the mouth of the shaft was 
the most pathetic-since the explosion. Rela- 
tives of entombed men who had remained 
on the ground since the fatal blast pressed 
eagerly forward to catch a word that might 
let them know their loved ones were alive. 

Tom Farrimond, one of those rescued, told 
of the experiences of himself and his com- 
rades. . 

We had almost given up hope,” he said, 
“when the rescue party reached us. 4 

“ How we ever met in the room I do not 
know. As soon as we felt the explosion we 
rushed to the nearest pump, knowing we 
were too far from the entrance to escape if 
the explosion was severe. We had just put 
a curtain over the entrance when a big 
sheet. of flame passed our room and sent a 
small puff of its deadly breath at us. 


Minutes Seemed Like Hours. 

“The minutes seemed like hours as we 
clung to the pump straining every effort to 
inhale every bit of the fresh air. We hard'y 
spoke. We did not discuss the possibility of 
death or rescue. We suffered greatly from 
lack of water.” 

Financial assistance needed by families 
of the victims came from all parts of the 
United States today. One ‘contribution of 
$5,000 was voted by the United Mineworkers 
of America of District No. 21, and tonight, 
three carloads of provisions arrived from 
Fort Smith, purchased with money con- 
tributed in that city.

RBDPLY. 

No wonder. Deep breathing le very able to 
cause dizziness. When you are walking do not 
notice your breathing. Breathing wil] adjust it- 
self to your needs. The rapidity and exertion will 
determine just how you should breathe. 

Deep breathing builds up the chest and back 
muscles, but results in an unbalanced use of air. 
The balance must readjust itself by a period of 
shallow breathing. 

To develop the muscles by deep breathing throw 
all the abdominal, chest and back muscles into a 
state of tension; then inhale as deeply as poe 
sible. Follow this by exhaling as fully as pos- 
sible the muscles remaining in tension, .Exhal- 
ing against closed lips is acvised. 

Thie exercise is best carried out im a foom 
where the air is fresh and the temperature not 
over 56 degrees.

OL. SIR THEODORE BRINCKMAN'’S 
marriage to Mary Linton, the daugh- 
ter of Lady Aylesford by her first 
m ge, took place under such om 
inous auspices, some seventeen years 

ago, that the appearance of the parties in 
the divorce court the other day caused little 
surprise, the only comment made being to 
the effect that it was wonderful that the 
union should have lasted so long. 

The Duke of Newcastle, who spends all 
his winters and early springs in this coun- 
try, making his headquarters at the Metro- 
politan club in New York, declaring his de- 
cided preference for America to England at 
such times of the year, played a certain réle 
in hoodooing this marriage.

When it took place, Sir Theodore, who 
greatly distinguished himself in the war in 
South Africa, where he won the Order of 
the Bath and other honors, had been divorced 
four months. 

His first marriage had been an unhappy 
one from the outset, owing to the difference 
in the rank and education of the two parties. 
Theodore Brinckman, while a mere lad, had 
been jockeyed into marrying a girl, on the 


understanding that she was about to become 


a mother, and, only too late, found that this 
was not the case, and that the story had 
been told to him for the purpose of securing 
not only his hand and his name but alsoa 
share of the large fortune to which he was 
the heir.

Dr. Tristram, the chancellor, whose death 
has just taken place, and, who was princi- 
pally instrumental in securing the return to

Needless to say that his fellow officers pre- 
sented him with a superb sword of honor.

tle of El Teb:” 
On his return to Bugland Queen Victoria 
decorated him with the Victoria cross. 


Sir Arthur may be said to come trom fight- 


ing stock. He is heir to the baronetcy which 


his uncle, Gen. Sir Archdale Wilson, won 
during the great Indian mutiny, by the cap- 
ture of Delhi, the name of this famous In- 


dan city, now once more the capital of the 


Indian empirę, being borne in conjunction 
with the baronetcy.

oly, which is not in accordance with the 
policy of your paper. There are innu- 
merable reasons why the Torrens system 
is superior and more permanent than titles 
guaranteed by the title and trust company. 
Briefly they par be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

First- Tou have a legal proceeding 
under which a decree is issued by the Cir- 
cuit court of this county showing that you 
have a good title. 

Second— After the title has been reg- 
istered two years it becomes indefeasible 
and cannot be successfully attacked. As 
a matter of fact, the title becomes inde- 
feasible from the date of issuance of the 
certificate, as owing to the great care used 
by the Torrens office in their examination 
and in the legal proceedings, no errors 
have occurred during wore eighteen years’ 
operation. 

Third—Torrens titles are backed by an 
indemnity fund that is steadily increasing, 
and in the event that this indemnity fund 
should be exhausted through any claim, 
then the entire resources of ‘Cook county 
are behind your title.

Economical Housekeeping 


Stuffed C abs. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


EW ORLEANS, La., March 20.—“ I don't 
think you all would like it,” said a little 
blonde young sales woman, by birth of 
New Orleans but by inheritance German. 
Again she said, in describing certain 

dishes, that she cooks deliciously, “I don't 
guess you like very much pepper, but we like 
them hot.” Her sister, she said, had cooked 
“real Spanish style,” and the race combination 
presented by her inheritance, experience, and 
training appealed to me as representing about 
as high tasting foods as one could imagine. 

In dbacribing stuffed crabs she didn't 
guess a good many times, mostly to the effect 
that I would have to have some one do the 
whole of the work for me. 

Stuffed Crabs.— Was. the crabs, said this 
cook, and boil them until the claws drop off— 
she thought it best to drop them alive into 
boiling water as the most humane thing, al- 
though she had heard a good deal of talk about 
otLer methods. Then assuming that I hi 
never seen a crab she said: “ You'd have to 
have some one clean them for you and take 
out the devil feelers.’ To the chopped meat of 
six crabs add grated bread, two eggs, and sea- 
soning—pepper and more pepper, if you are 
to pepper until good and hot. Put this back in 
the shell, cover with grated bread, and bake.

The following recipes are 
Cookery,” a Creole cook book: 

Bolled Crabs.—Take the crabs alive and place 
in a pot with enough boiling water to more than 
cover them, and add a little salt to the water. 
Let them boil for ten or twenty minutes, and 
when done take off the claws or upper shell 
and remove the deadmen’s fingers, Arrange 
nicely on a dish and serve. 

> 

Soft Shelled Crabs.—Remove the deadmen's 
fingers, sand bag, etc., and then wash well and 
dry very carefully.’ When thoroughly dry dip 
in beaten yolks of eggs, and then in cracker 
dust; season well with pepper and salt.. Have 
the lard boiling hot, and put them in carefully 
and fry until a delicate brown. Place on a hot 
dish and pour a little melted butter over them, 
and also a little lemon juice (if you désire), and 
garnish the dish with parsley. 

— 

Deviled Crabs.— Two cups of crab meat, one- 
half pint of milk, one tablespoon gf butter, one 
tablespoon of flour, one-half teaspoon nutmeat, 
two tablespoons bread crumbs, one sprig of 
parsley, the yolks of three hard boiled eggs, 
pepper and salt. Boil about six crabs, crack 
them and pick out tLe meat carefully. Put the 
milk on to boil, and rub the butter and flour 
together and stir it into the milk as it comes 
to a boil. Let it cook a few minutes and then 
remove from the fire and add the nutmeg, bread 
crumbs, chopped parsley, yolks of the hard 
bolied eggs mashed very fine, crab meat, pepper 
and salt, and mix all well together. Put this 
mixture in the nicely cleaned crab shells, brush 
them over with the beaten yolk of an egg mixed 
with a little water, and then sprinkle lightly 
with bread crumbs and place in a hot oven to 
brown for twenty or thirty minutes. Serve im- 
mediately.

“Cousin Dave’’ Notes Tells of 
Getting Next“ to Segal. 


PRESSURE ON RIVAL PLANT. 


Trust“ Emissary Wrote He Could Ac- 
quire Pennsylvania Concern. 


New York. March 12.—The famous “ Cousin 
David letters that passed between Wash- 
ington B. Thomas, head of the “ sugar trust,” 
and his cousin, David 8. Stetson, containing 


] confidential information gained by Stetson 


from Adolph Segal about the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refining company became part of the 
record today in the trial of Thomas, John N 
Parsons, and other officials of the American 
Sugar Refining company for alleged crim- 
inal violation of the Sherman law. 

Judge Hand's decision to admit the letters, 
originally made public at the congressional 
sugar investigation, which counsel for the 
defense endeavored to keep out, was con- 
sidered a strong point scored by the govern- 
ment in support of its contention that the 
trust conspired to close its rival’s plants. 


Refused to Allow Plant to Run. 

The letters were introduced after Samuel 
Untermyer,’ the lawyer, had told how the 
trust refused to allow the Pennsylvania 
plant to run until Segal paid Gustave Kis- 
sers $1,250,000 loan of what is alleged to 
have been the “trust’s” money to him; 
how the plant went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and how the trust had compro- 
mised for $2,000,000 a suit for damages 
brought by the bankrupt company’s minor- 
ity stockholders. 

The first letter read by District Attorney 
Wise was from Dear Wash” to Cousin 
Dave,“ in which Stetson was requested by 
Thomas to get all the information he could 
about Segal. 

“Cousin Dave replied that he could get 
it, but must do it in such a way Segal 
would not suspect him of trying to out 
anything. 


Said He Was “Getting Next.” 

The next letter from Stetson to “ Dear 
Wash” gave a résumé of Segal’s financial 
affairs as far as he had learned and sald he 
“was “getting gext” to some valuable in- 
formation. In another letter Stetson wrote: 

The time may not be far distant when, if 
the American Sugar Refining company de- 
sires, they can acquire possession of the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining ny. 
When such may be the American company's 
desire, if you will give me the opportunity 
to work the deal for your company, I can 
make a commission from the present owners 
of the plant. * 

Mr. Untermyer, who was engaged dy 
Segal as his attorney when the latter be- 
came convinced that it was the American 
Sugar Refining company, which had loaned 
him the $1,250,000, told of correspondence he 
had with John E. Parsone, counsel for the 
“trust,” in regard to the loan agreement 
which provided that the refinery be. closed 
until the loan was paid. The correspont- 
ence was put in evidence. 


Demanded Pay in Full. 
che witness said he explained to Parsons 
that his client was unable to pay the loan, 
» but could pay the interest and get the mohey 
necessary to start the refinery on @ 1,000 
barrel a. day plan.” Unless the refinery 
was allowed to run, the witness said he ex- 
plained, Segal could never pay the loan. 

All such offers, Untermyer said, were re- 
jected after the latter had laid the situation 
before the late H. O. Havemeyer, then head 
of the trust.“ Havemeyer, he asserted, re- 
fused to loten to any suggestions of com- 
promise and said the refinery could not open 
until the loan was paid in full. 

The receivership and the $2,000,000 compro- 
mise of the suit for damages then folowed, 
the witness recited. 


DR. WILEY, “PRIVATE CITIZEN,” 
CALLS DRUG FIRMS “DOPERS.” 


Almost Starts Fight with Manufactur- 
ers’ Representatives at Hearing Be- 
fore Pure Food Board. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.— That Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, former chief chemist of 
the department of agriculture, will continue 
his fight for pure foods was evidenced today 
when, as a private citizen, he appeared be- 
fore the pure food board in advocacy of a 
reguiation guarding strictly the use and 
sale of opium, morphine, cocaine, and other 
habit forming drugs. 

He aroused the anger of drug representa- 
tives by referring to them as dopers. A 
heated argument ensued, and for a moment 
it looked as if blows might be passed. 

After several interchanges Dr. Wiley con- 
sented to withdraw the term “ dopers,” but 
said he would still insist on_calling them 
„ manufacturers of poison. 

„ FPFor that,“ he added, is what you your- 
selves are willing to have these drugs and 
preparations containing them called. 
John J. Queeny of St. Louis, a manufac- 
turer of saccharine, was the man who be- 
came angry when the word dopers was 
used. 

„We come here,” he declared, “to be 
given a hearing. We are respectable manu- 
facturers, and we do not want/to be in- 
sulted. I think the board should compel 
Dr. Wiley to withdraw his remark.” 

Dr. Wiley refused to withdraw it, but later 
modified his language. 

„% May I ask whom you represent?“ queried 
Mr. Hough of St. Louls when Dr. Wiley ap- 
peared. 

IJ represent one private eitisen, was the 
reply, something new at these hearings,

The National Business league, of which 
George W. Sheldon of Chicago is president. is 
supporting the Nelson-Foss bill, which pro- 
vides a comprehensive merit rule for diplo- 
matic officers and consuls, in preference to 
the Sulzer bill, which proposes a primitive 
semblance of ev service regulations 


Sulzer Explains His Measure. 
The commercial organizations in the league 
are deluging the committee with telegranis 
urging the legislation, but Chairman Sulzer 
stated today that the messages favor his 
bill oftener than the Nelson-F'oss measure. 
It is foolish to try to pass the Foss bill.“ 
said Mr. Sulzer. It will be a great victory 
for reform in the foreign service if my bill 
can be enacted. My bill goes only a little 
way, but it is as far as we can hope to go at 
this time. I have had the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining the support of my Democratic 
colleagues for even my lMmited bill. They 
foresee a Democratic president in the White 
House after March 4, 1918, and they don't 
want to throw away all the patronage in the 
foreign service which would résult from the 
enactment of a strict merit rule bill. The 
advocates of this seform should regard it 
fortunate if my bill can be put through the 
house, and they may be essured that this is 
the most that can be done at this time.”
